PRESIDENT  EMERITUS.  SAINT  JOSEPH'S  COLLEGE 


As  we  enter  the  third  year  of  this  ambitious  undertaking,  and  I  enter  the  first  year  of  my  retirement,  it's 
important  to  keep  in  mind  the  overall  goals  and  objectives  of  the  campaign,  and  to  continue  to  strive  with 
all  our  efforts  to  meet  those  goals. 

As  I  look  back  on  more  than  fifty  years  of  association  with  Saint  Joseph's  College,  I  find  myself  in  a 
qualified  position  to  judge  the  merits  of  the  College.
